Yes, they have spelt my name wrong (why? Whyte must be one of those colonial oppressor names that are now 
so pas a la mode. I was offered Mugabe, and Goldberg-Sasakawa, but declined). Yes, I am suing for emotional 
damages and libel. No, their lawyers aren't taking me seriously. 

This is the latest lovingly-prepared issue of 'Damn the consequences', brought to you by the letters B, O 
and the number 1.609 

I am tutoring again this semester, and doing 3 batches of marking which adds up to nearly 75hrs/fortnight. 
That is their definition of full time, and I am not allowed to work more at uni. I tutor a School Cert. Maths kid one 
night a week. I did the job at Eden Park for the test. We thrashed South Africa, those nasty mauling 'boks! I was 
lucky to get posted to bar work, not serving food, so I got to handle cash (mmm!) as we served overpriced wine, 
beer and softdrinks to corporate parties in a large marquee on the 2nd field. Luckily the weather was fine, or the 
grass floor would have been mush! They had a neat bottle opener for the wine, mounted on a wooden frame. It 
operates like a howitzer breech.

The fingers were topped by the asphalt I landed on, but despite lots of blood, were only fleshwounds, and soon 
healed. Nonetheless, as one uses one's fingertips to reach those important places and type zines, I was a trifle 
inconvenienced for a couple of days. As were those sharing bathroom facilities with me. 

The other weekend, John's father Peter took me and several other tramping club members to Little Huia 
on the Manukau Harbour, on the edge of the Waitakere Ranges. From here the coast road crosses a ford (the 
footpath goes over a 6foot high bridge, while the cars swim!) and goes inland before ending at Whatipu at 
Manukau Heads. Overshadowing Little Huia is Jackie's Peak, a liberty-cap shaped hill, privately owned, that Peter 
had permission to ascend. It's name in Maori translates as Thrusting Penis, apparently. It's only 148m high, but 
you climb it from sea level, and the views over the harbour are fabulous. Manukau Harbour is the 3rd largest in the 
country at 390 sq km, and flows out through a narrow head with a treacherous bar. Nearby Comwallis Point has a 
memorial to the 185 people drowned when HMS Orpheus was wrecked upon it in 1863. Peter knew of someone 
who canoed to Huia for supplies for his bach, and had to go at exactly mid tide, or he'd either get swept out to sea, 
or into the huge harbour by the tide racing through the mile-wide heads. 

From this viewpoint, we followed a farmtrack inland along a spur behind the peak, crossing the road to 
Whatipu and heading across a field of cattle. These large shaggy Anguses came gallumphing after us, and as the 
paddock sloped down to a stream, we found the chasing cows couldn't stop easily on the steep slope and almost 
fell over each other, tripping up. That's quite a weight to be hit with, a cattle avalanche! But by cutting straight 
down the slope, not along the terraces made by the cattle, we escaped them. Across the stream and an electric 
fence, we found a flat track leading up beside the stream, probably an old tramline for logging, due to its grading. 
A Peter Hutton trip is never on tracks though, especially flat ones, so we went straight up, through gorse and over 
fences into the bush, bushcrashing our way up a quite steep and thickly forested spur, until we made the ridgeline. 
Once there, a short walk to the end of the ridge through more gorse yielded a knoll with 3 sheer sides with good 
views back over whence we'd come. Then after lunch, on up the ridge, picking our way around thickets of 
cuttygrass and bracken and gorse. We eventually found an overgrown trail, an 'unofficial trail' according to the 
Regional Council, whom Peter had written to for permission to bushcrash. This opened out onto the short touristy 
metalled track to the summit of Mt Donald MacLean. Here are 2 platforms to view the heads to the SW and 
Auckland to the NE. The carpark is only 5mins down this trail. The latest ARC map of the Waitakeres, while 
devoid of contours(!!) does show the regional park boundaries, and Bob Usher, father of another friend, knows 
almost everyone who owns private property in or around the park. There is a paper road to a property to the West 
of the summit, as small lot, an acre or 2, with a bach on it that has been vandalised in rather gross ways by local 
petrolheads and dopies. Typical Westie vandalism. Many tracks criss-cross the Waitak's, and several pass close 
to this property, which is not fenced or otherwise marked apart from on this one map (the building is the dot at 
471641, NZMS260 sheet Q11 Waitakere). As it is so obvious from the Mt's viewing platforms, it's no wonder it got 
vandalised. The owner is overseas apparently. Some architect chappie. It was only a car-case hut anyway, but a 



shame to be so befouled- Nearby must have been a scout exercise, because we stumbled upon 5 or 6 bivouacs in 
the bush along the trail, some good, others with flat roofs! They were made from bracken and fern, but not the 
plentiful Nikau fronds which are much better at letting water run off I'd have thought. Anyway, Donald MacLean is 
360m, and although reachable by wheelchair from the carpark, up a mile long unseated and steep sideroad from 
the unsealed Whatipu road, we'd climbed it from sealevel in about 3 hours. Between Huia and Little Huia there are 
other fascinating bluffs to climb, and at Whatipu itself, remnants of the Piha tramway which skirted the coastal 
cliffs, taking out kauri logs early this century.

Tim Lurz. Taiwanese immigration source 

The most racist country is Korea, hands down. They hate everybody! The problems with immigration into 
NZ are squarely on NZs shoulders. The immigration fee (I don't remember exactly, 50,OOONZ or US'?) is... 
absolutely nothing. That is pocket change. I don't know anyone in Taiwan who cant throw that on the table without 
batting an eyelid. If your government were to add another zero, then at least people would stop and think first 
about immigrating. Stop giving the questions in advance to the English interview for the visa. Anyone can 
memorise the answers in advance. Most people who emigrate really don't emigrate. They get residency and then 
come back to Taiwan to work, leaving the kids in school in the new country. 

You neglected an important angle to immigration to NZ. How do YOU take advantage of it? I know of one 
girl paid 2500US/month plus free food and housing to baby-sit parachute kids in NZ. I know of another who had 
her college tuition paid for, along with 20 000 US plus free food and housing in exchange for baby-sitting a couple 
of parachute kids. I get paid anywhere from 25-30US/hr tax free to teach privately at my home. I could teach 
12hr/day. 7d/week if I wanted. Most of them are people wanting to emigrate. 

Taiwan is a great place to live. I've been here 9 years and love it. Most foreigners I know think the same. I 
have something I could never really get back home... freedom. I work when I want to. The money I make is mine 
to spend, the govt doesn't take a 30% cut as the US govt does. IVe the option of making $1000/month and still 
have enough to drink and whore around. I also have the option of adding a zero to that 1000. It all comes down to 
me. I have opportunity. I am a marketing consultant for the largest 3D architecture software company in Taiwan, 
yet I don't have a degree in marketing or computers. But I was given a chance to show them what I could do. I 
started out as a translator and then was given more responsibility. Would an American company ever give me a 
chance like that? Taiwan has taught me more than any college marketing or sales degree could ever do. The 
question is "Are you a buckaroo?" If you want a job &/or opportunity then come out to Taiwan. The key to 
remember is that success or failure rests on nobody else's shoulders but your own. Can people in general accept 
that responsibility? 

/ thought the business immigration scheme did require NZ$500,000... personally I think it sucks to sell 
citizenship, as the rich are not the nicest or best people to have here, and are more likely to be after a tax haven, 
or education for their kids. I want to see the 35000 quota cut to 10,000 with English test marks going up. It appears 
from a report in Friday's paper, that our man in Taiwan says the English test is seen as anti-Asian in Taiwan, so 
we're lowering the standard to be seen as open to Asians! In other words, come and flood our schools and social 
welfare systems whether you know English or not, because we want your money. If they cant speak English then 
they can't get a decent education, and cant get good jobs and contribute. Instead they take away jobs NZers can 
and would do, but will work for worse wages and conditions, and thus create unemployment. I visited my old work, 
Blackwood Gayle recently, and they had lots of Chinese working in the warehouse. Those are jobs our people 
need, not foreigners! More effort should be made to keep immigrants here. No child under 16 (preferably 16) 
should be left here, and absentee ownership of property should also be illegal. There are enough homeless here as 
it is. It seems the new housing estates in (C)Howick don't sell well to non-Asians because the silly 2-storey glass 
lobbies they have are a devil to keep warm in winter, and the small sections have no grass or trees. Thus the 
immigrants are trying to bring tropical Sfestytes to a temperate climate. The Brits had more sense in India. But I am 
very disturbed by the Minister's recent desire to lower standards to keep up our intake. That isn't policy, and it is 
pandering to Asians, rather than being, as it should, for our benefit. English native speakers should get preference 
when they want to come here, as they adapt better to the culture and lifestyle and know the laws. They don't get 
isolated, and turn to crime as Asian do with gang and extortion involvement. They don't create racial tension or 
expect motorways instead of buses. If native English speakers happen to be non-Asian, so be it. I bet Taiwan's 
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immigration policy isn't pro-Asian either (apart from Filipino maids). With no reciprocity, we risk losing our jobs and 
environment and resources to groups who will leave when they have stripped us. It is our govt's problem, but they 
do nothing but worsen $. 

If Taiwan is such a great place to live, why is pollution so bad, corruption rife, and most resources stripped 
(fish, forests etc.)? Why are they emigrating? The 30% cut makes the US a better place because of the 
government regulation of the bad. The Taiwanese girl we had here couldn't believe we swam in the sea, and we 
almost had to throw her in the water. In Taipei she said it was so polluted nobody swam. The idea of growing your 
own fruit and playing football in the backyard were also foreign to her. She missed them when she went back 
home, along with stars, birds, trees...But I must come over and visit her and you sometime and see if for myself. I 
certainly want to ride the east coast railway! Send me any job vacancies. With all the appalling translations on 
Taiwanese plasticana and packaging, nearly everyone must need a proof-reader with native language skills. . . ?

2 WF subbers - Berry Renken in the 
Netherlands and Andy Turner in Darwin run email dip games. 

You copies of Pitt's orders for last ish arrived me day I finished the zine! The vols of the NZ History are 
expensive, but $30 for the 3 documents volumes is quite good. Try buying any 3 hardback books for that today. 
Privatisation puts prices up for sure, and therefore results is lesser use of services. Like education, 
hospitals/dentists, and so on, requiring more expensive treatments by the govt rump later (dole, surgery...). The 
argument goes that the private sector can price items realistically. Bollocks. It lumps all costs it doesnt want to 
consider back on the taxpayer. Eg the govt used to keep the west Coast coal mines going for employment 
reasons, to ensure a healthy West coast economy.

If he is not prepared to work for $100 000, an 
excellent wage here, then why is he in the job? Not because he wants to be. The best employees are those who 
do a job because it needs doing, not those who only doit for $1m. The argument is we'd lose him overseas if we 
didnt pay him so much. Answer: let him go. He obviously has little interest in contributing to the country, so is 
better off gone, leaving those of us who do want to make a difference. 

One industry that does need deregulating is the airline industry. I want to see ONE set of prices, obvious to 
all. A transparent market is necessary to efficiency and that is one market that is opaquer than a large opaque 
thing that you cant even see through. That, and tobacco, which needs regulating more. Phasing out in fact, tt 
sucks the way it is regulated here, so the companies try and sell their cancers to the poor, and men cry free trade if 
a govt (like Thailand's) tries to keep them out.

Can I carry over my vp in Sopwith to the new game? Otherwise how do you become an ace? Perhaps the 
number of points should be lowered. 

As the first Sopwith game (Albatross) was run on a non-stop basis rather than getting last-man-standing of 
the original six, I will not count that towards vp. Thus you need a new pilot for Brequet, and subsequent games. No 
pilot can fly in 2 games simultaneously. You need 2 pilots for 2 games at once. Vps can be earned over once a 
pilot wins a game. Then he can go into the next with those points. BUT only the winner. Those shot down, like your 
good Von Richtofen, die, and take their points with them. You need 40pts to be an ace from memory. 5pts per 
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enemy shot down and 1pt per hit on one. Thus you need to do lots of damage to your S enemies in one game, let 
them recoup at their airfields and blast them again. Toy with them, cat and mouse-like. Then, my son, you can 
become an ace in a game.

So they deliberately crash/fly off the board, to deny 5pts to the enemy, and keep all 
their own. This is against the spirit of the rule, and is thus illegal in my opinion. You lose 5 pts if you die in any way 
The enemy gets 5 for killing you. Thus flying off the board can be a strategy to avoid 'giving' points to the enemy, 
but will still hurt you. As you are playing open ended, like Albatross was, vp count whether you die or not, sort of, 
as there is no last man alive winner situation. Thus it is an important point to make clear. In the closed game, you 
die=you lose, so there is Bttie point killing yourself except as a strategy as to how to distribute the 5pts others get 
for killing you. You may fly away from the winning player and let a lesser player shoot you so he gets the points 
instead. But again, unless you are the winner, points dont count, as they die with the pilot.

Refering to last quiz, do and when last did 4 countries meet at a point. I was intrigued by your answer to 
this question. I have found a reference in the 'Rough Guide to Zimbabwe-Botswana', 

1996. This guide includes a sketch plan of the Chobe National Park and at the confluence of the Chooe and 
Zambezi the 4 countries meet at a point. However, when I was in Bechuanaland in the early 60s, it was common 
knowledge that bechuanaland had a common border, albeit small, perhaps 200-300yards, with Northern Rhodesia. 
I have come across one atlas, The International atlas, published by Philips, 1994, which shows that common 
boundary. Other atlases because of their small scale of this area show a merge. Perhaps this matter has been 
resolved. Unfortunately there is no diplomatic presence by any of the 4 countries in NZ for info on this question. 

/Lafer / recieved this...] I have come across The Encyclopaedia of International Boundaries'ed Gideon 
Biger, 1995. Pp87-91 describing the boundary of Botswana, there is refemce to an unspecified quadripoint 
between that country and Namibia, Zambia and Zimbabwe in the Zambesi. The article said that there was 
controversy on the matter, although the accompanying map does show boundaries meeting at the quadripoint. 

Good hunting! I havent seen this encyclopedia nor am I acquainted with Mr Biger. Somehow I wonder if 
even a Namibian consul if he did exist here could answer the question. Now the countries are at peace, they have 
more important things to worry about than whether they meet together in the river or at 2 separate tripoints also in 
the river. Namibia was originally defined as land on the North bank of the Orange river, vesting the river itself in the 
RSA. Now, the thalweg is used instead. If anyone is near a consul for any of these 4 countries, could they ask for 
me? I have no idea of the terrain around the immediate area. It is an intriguing place anyway. Maybe the good 
people at Guinness know, as the spot was mentioned in the Record Book a few editions ago, but I haven't seen it 
in recent ones. Does this imply it isn't a quad? Hmm. ..

Bolivia has a navy of river patrol boats, so I guess the merchant navy 
depends on definition of size. It has free port privileges in Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Paraguay.

5: What was the significance of the change in ownership of Carpathian Ruthenia in 1 945? 

Ruthenia was a Slavic area noted for its Greek Orthodox forms but acknowledgement of Papal 
supremacy. After WW1, Ruthenians in E.Galicia claimed self-determination, but were absorbed in Poland. 
Those in the NE Carpathians were made the Czech province of sub-Carpathian Russia. Those in Bessarabia 
and Bukinova became Romanian. As Germany dismembered Czechoslovakia, C. Ruthenia declared itself 
independent, and next day was absorbed by Hungary. Liberated by the Russians in 1945, it was ceded by 
Czechoslovakia to the USSR (against the treaty that granted it to Czech, and against US wishes), where it 
became the Transcarpathian oblast of the Ukranian SSR. Since the USSR had acquired much of Galicia and 
Bukinova, Ruthenians were thus reunited. 

However, despite this ethnic significance, I believe the real geopolitical reason the Russians wanted it was to 
give them direct access to Hungary, so that as many Eastern Bloc states as possible were able to have 
Soviet troops rushed to them in a crisis without having the problems of driving through another state, even a 
satellite. Thus both the Hungarian and Czech revolts in the 1950s and 60s were easily crushed without delay 
or risk of demonstrations in transit states. Stalin never had much care for ethnic reunification, anyway, as his 
forced migrations and political gerrymanders show.
